It is well to recall that this 
general expectancy of a recession, 
or slump, has been talked about 
and argued back and forth for 
many months. It is not a new 
idea, wffiich has suddenly occurred 
to people. 
In 
consequence, 
businessmen 
have had ample time to think 
things out and prepare for a set­ 
back. There will not be any thing 
approaching “a surprise” if busi­ 
ness activity slows down. 
The surprise will arise if the 
boom continues and the slump is 
postponed. 
And from a contrary -opinion 
standpoint, there is a very good' 
chance 
that 
because 
of 
this 
awareness 
of 
possible 
trouble 
ahead, we shall be able to avoid 
it—at least for some months long­ 
er. 
Whenever we get into economic 
and business discussions, it is im­ 
perative to bring in the subject of 
“money .” 
Few of us appreciate 
the significant role which money 
play s in our business lives. 
Because of the sharp drop in 
bond prices recently —with gov­ 
ernment bonds taking the spot­ 
light in their sinking spells—there 
has been much discussion of mone­ 
tary affairs. 
But there are two 
sides to money management, as I 
think y ou will recognize before 
long. 
First, there is the problem 
of the Treasury Department which 
has the responsibility of managing 
the present huge government debt 
and in addition now is confronted 
with the cold facts that it will 
have to increase this debt in the 
coming y ear. 
Indeed, it seems 
probable that the debt limit set 
by the Congress of $275 billion will 
have to be lifted, unless some good 
fortune occurs to lessen the ex­ 
pected deficits. 
Second, there is the Federal Re­ 
serve Sy stem wrhich is charged 
with the responsibility of conduct­ 
ing monetary management in such 
fashion that there will be enough 
money available to accommodate 
business operations while at the 
same time the abuses of credit are 
not permitted to get out of hand. 
It is obvious, I’m sure y ou will 
agree, that the monetary officials 
will not knowingly cause a busi­ 
ness slumps to occur. That is, the 
Federal Reserve governing board 
will not adopt policies (if they can 
avoid them) 
which will throw 
business into a tail-spin. 
They 
are very conscious of the prob­ 
lems of the government debt and 
of the higher interest rates now 
required when Uncle Sam borrows 
(new money . They know\ far bct- 
1 ter than y ou and I, that “tight 
money ” (money that is hard to 
borrow' and costs more) influences 
a slowing up in business. 
Accordingly , as a counteracting 
force to offset the deflationary in- 


j fluences of higher interest rates 
; and falling bond prices, the Fed- 


j eral Reserve is likely to “ease” 


j money conditions somew'hat, from 
| w'eek to w'eek, in order to pre- 
j vent 
businessmen 
from 
getting 
: panicky or scared. 
They do this 


j by buy ing government securities 


j in the open market (and by other 
| methods) which puts more money 
; into circulation. 
(Keep in mind 
that bank deposits are the same 
| as money ; they are spendable and 
' circulate, just as bills and coins 
i do). The Federal Reserve has an 
extraordinary power over business 
activity . 
In brief, I think y ou can look 
for a banking policy that will help 
to ward off the generally expected 
slump for sometime to come, even 
with a Korean truce.

pealed probable 
although the un­ 
derstandably refusal of the South 
Koreans to accept the terms had 
not been resolved.) 
As we have discussed in recent 
columns, the "general opinion” has 
lieen emphatic that a let-down in 
business activity is a foregone con­ 
clusion in view of a truce in Ko­ 
rea. 
When 
an 
idea 
becomes 
as 
"fixed" as this one has. it usually 
pays to seek contrary probabili­ 
ties. Seldom do things work out 
when they are so universally an­ 
nodated. 
It is well to recall that this 
general expectancy of a recession. 
or slump, has been talked about 
and argued back and forth for 
many months. It is not a new’ 
idea, which has suddenly occurred 
to people. 
In 
consequence, 
businessmen 
have had ample time to think 
things out and prepare for a .set­ 
back. There will not he anything 
approaching “a surprise” if busi­ 
ness activity slows down. 
The surprise will arise if the 
boom continues and the slump is 
postponed. 
And from a contrary-opinion 
standpoint, there is a very good 
chance 
that 
because 
of 
this 
awareness 
of 
possible 
trouble 
ahead, we shall be able to avoid 
it—at least for some months long­ 
er. 
W henever we get into economic 
and business discussions, it is im­ 
perative to bring in the subject of 
“money." 
Few of us appreciate 
the significant role which money 
plays in our business lives. 
Because of the sharp drop in 
bond prices recently—with gov­ 
ernment bonds taking the spot­ 
light in their .sinking spells—there 
has been much discussion of mone­ 
tary affairs. 
But there are two 
sides to money management, as I 
think you will recognize before 
long. 
First, there is the problem 
of the Treasury Department which 
has the responsibility of managing 
the present huge government debt 
and in addition now is confronted 
with the cold facts that it will 
have to increase this debt in the 
coming year. 
Indeed, it seems 
probable that the debt limit set 
by the Congress of $275 billion will 
have to be lifted, unless some good 
fortune occurs to lessen the ex­ 
pected deficits. 
Second, there is the Federal Re­ 
serve System which is charged 
with the responsibility of conduct­ 
ing monetary management in such 
fashion that there will be enough 
money available to accommodate 
business operations while at the 
same time the abuses of credit are 
not permitted to get out of hand. 
It is obvious. I'm sure you will 
agree, that the monetary officials 
will not knowingly cause a busi­ 
ness slumps to occur. That is, the 
Federal Reserve governing hoard 
will not adopt policies (if they can 
avoid them! 
which will 
throw 
business into a tail-spin. 
They 
are very conscious of the prob­ 
lems of the government debt and 
of the higher interest rates now’ 
required when Uncle Sam borrows 
new money. They know’, far hot­ 
ter than you and I. that “tight 
money” (money that is hard to 
borrow’ and costs more) influences 
a slowing up in business. 
Accordingly, as a counteracting 
force to offset the deflationary’ in­ 


fluences of higher interest rates 
and falling bond prices, the Fed­ 
eral Reserve is likely to “ease" 
money conditions somewhat, from 
week to week, in order to pre­ 
vent 
businessmen 
from 
getting1 
panicky or scared. 
They do this 
by buying government securities 
in the open market (and by other 
methods) which puts more money 
into circulation. 
(Keep in mind 
that hank deposits are the same 
as money: they are spendable and 
circulate, just as bills and coins 
do). The Federal Reserve has an 
extraordinary power oxer business 
activity. 
In brief. I think you can look 
for a banking policy that will help 
to xxard off the generally expected 
slump for sometime to come, even 
with a Korean truce.

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END OF BLOODSHED AND DEATH 
rIo men of good will the world ov er, a 
truce in Korea means abov e all an end to 
three y ears of fighting and dy ing. Free men 
must alway s welcome an end to the shedding 
of blood, so long as that goal is not bought 
by surrender or appeasement. 
The United States and its UN allies were 
willing to accept this truce for one ov errid­ 
ing reason. We and our friends believ e that 
the Korean war could not be won without 
risks and sacrifices far greater than we care 
to pay . Practically speaking, therefore, our 
leaders « consider v ictory unattainable. 
Those who do not approv e this truce in­ 
sist v ictory can be had, and Korea unified 
from Pusan to the Yalu. But only a few ob­ 
jectors grasp the full logic of their position, 
namely , that the quest for complete military 
triumph means the ex penditure of thousands 
more liv es, billions of additional dollars, and 
v ery possibly an enlarged war with the huge 
mainland armies of Red China. 
For nearly two y ears, since the Commu­ 
nists first indicated readiness to negotiate, 
the conflict in Korea has been in v irtual 
stalemate. We hav e been liv ing out the alter­ 
nativ e to full war. 
But ev en a stalemate 
costs heav ily in men and treasure. 
With 
that painful burden upon us, and conclusiv e 
v ictory seemingly bey ond reach, we see a 
truce as a worthwhile achiev ement in itself— 
the stopping of a ruthless treadmill. 
All this stress upon the truce as an incon­ 
clusiv e end should not, howev er, obscure the 
fact that this outcome is not a defeat for 
the western nations but is in reality a modest 
v ictory . 
We hav e driv en the Communists from all 
but a tiny , useless patch of the South Korean 
soil they inv aded on June 2 5 , 19 5 0. We hav e 
pressed them north from the old border at 
the 3 8 th Parallel, and now occupy a sub­ 
stantial slice of North Korean territory . 
The position we hold is not ideal, but it is 
more defensible than the prewar line, which 
left the capital of Seoul badly ex posed. 
When we entered the war, our goal was 
simply to repel the inv ader, not to conquer 
and unify all Korea. Only after our suc­ 
cesses at Inchon in September, 19 5 0, did we 
raise our sights toward the Yalu and the ful­ 
fillment of what had long been a political 
goal ol the United Nations. 
This change 
should not mar the fact that we achiev ed 
our original purpose. 
The truce brings desperately desired relief 
from bloody combat. We should not delude 
ourselv es that it brings any thing else. 
New problems flood in upon us. Will the 
Communists observ e well the terms of the i 
truce, or will they resort to their common | 
practice and snarl the truce administration | 
in hopeless deadlock and confusion? 
A truce is not a peace. Will this one lead i 
to an honorable political settlement in Korea 
j 
and perhaps the whole Far East, or will it ! 
leav e two armed camps with guns poised to 
j 
renew the battle? 
Is this truce a sign of real easing of world 
tensions, or will the Reds take adv antage of I 
this release from struggle to plunge into new 
adv entures of aggression elsewhere? 
The free world is joy ful that the guns are 
falling silent in one troubled land. But it 
cannot relax its v igilance until the signs of 
hope are more real.

FORSAKEN KOREA 
The Korean people hav e in their long history 
been the inv oluntary pawns in struggles lor power 
between China and Japan, and among China, Japan 
and Russia. 
As early as 159 2, Korea was inv aded by the 
Japanese, Hideyoshi, who laid the peninsula waste. 
The Chinese came to the aid of the Koreans and 
defeated Hideyoshi. Korea found it impossible to 
get rid of the Chinese, who established a loose 
suzerainty ov er that little country, which became 
a cause tor conflict between China and Japan, and 
with the Russians, who had expanded their em­ 
pire in Siberia until they had reached the Pacific. 
The Russians hoped to conq uer either Manchuria 
or Korea to get a warm water port. 
Out of this prolonged struggle came the Sino- 
Japanese War ot 189 4, w'hich, to the surprise of 
Europe, Japan won. By the Treaty of Shimonoseki, 
Japan and China recognized the full independence 
of Korea, which really meant that China was put 
out of Korea. Russia, France, and Germany com­ 
bined to keep the gains of war from Japan, which 
had the effect of focussing Japan’s policy upon 
driv ing 
Russian 
influence 
permanently 
out 
of 
Korea and Manchuria. 
By the secret Li-Lobanoff Treaty, signed in 
189 6 betu’een Russia and China, each party agreed 
to aid the other in the ev ent that Japan attacked 
Russian Far Eastern territory, or China, or Korea. 
The Japanese did not know the nature of the Li- 
Lobanoff Treaty until 19 22; howev er, they wit­ 
nessed the effects of some such agreement, as 
early as 189 6, in the establishment of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway and the Russo-Chinese Bank, 
which ev entually became the Russo-Asiatic Bank. 
The climax of these deals w-as the leasing of the 
cities of Port Arthur and Dairen in Manchuria to 
Russia. 
In a word. Japan and China both lost the fruits 
of the war to Russia. 
Great Britain was impressed by the danger of 
a Russian conq uest of Manchuria and Korea by 
attrition, bribery and the already apparent break­ 
down of the Manchu dynasty in China. Therefore, 
Great Britain supported Japan and in 19 02 the 
Anglp-Japanese Alliance was signed. 
The United States had, as early as 1882, nego­ 
tiated a treaty with Korea, but it was done through 
China, which was then in control of Korea’s for­ 
eign relations. This treaty has been the cause of 
considerable discussion, for while it does not men­ 
tion a recognition of Korean independence 
the 
Koreans believ ed that that was its intention. 
In 19 04, the Russo-Japanese War occurred, in 
which the Russians were roundly trounced 
The 
Japanese occupied Seoul and forced the Korean 
gov ernment to its will. By the Treaty of Ports­ 
mouth, Japan's preponderant interest in Korea 
was recognized by Russia and ev entually by all 
powers, including China and the United States. The 
tact that Japan assigned her greatest statesman, 
Prince Ito, to be resident-general in Korea estab­ 
lished the ev idence that annexation would follow’ 
shortly, which it did in 19 10. The name of the 
country was changed to Chosen. 
The Japanese dev eloped Chosen industrially, 
particularly producing power on the Yalu Riv er 
which could serv e them both in Chosen and Man­ 
churia. 
During the entire period of Japanese occupa­ 
tion, insurrectionist groups, based on Peking and 
ioonng5ai’- labored for a liberated Korea. After 
19 20, Sov iet Russia organized a Korean Commu­ 
nist Party and applied its usual methods of propa­ 
ganda, infiltration, and agitation among peasants 
and workers. This must be said; these insurrec- 
inSl * mov ements receiv ed no aid, from 19 10 to 
19d0. from the United States; since 19 50, Sov iet 
Russia gav e them v aluable support. 
After the surrender of Japan in 19 45 Korea 
became a trusteeship of the United Nations. A line 
had been drawn at the 38th Parallel to arrange 
x 
^ .m an ag em en t of prisoners of war between

tCS ?-nd Su0v ict Russia- That became 
a line of drmarcation between North and South 
Korea, between Russian and American influences 
eov ernrn In f Rfep^ blic of Korra <™d the Communist 
go\ernment of Korea.

Again and again warning 
has been giv en in public utter­ 
ances by the Korean president 
that a truce would not be ap­ 
prov ed if the Communist Chinese 
were not ousted from Korea. 
It has not been generally known 
that the Korean gov ernment, al­ 
though supplying the bulk of the 
troops, has nev er been permitted 
to be a party to the Panmunjom

lection of their bargaining agent. 
For an honest fact, most of them 
were ignorant persons with no 
experience in such matters. It 
made no difference to them that 
they had to join this union on 
Kaiser’s decision.

It was beyond their grasp that 
in submitting to Kaiser’s decision 
they were obliging themselv es to 
pay an enormous collectiv e trib­ 
ute to a parasite whose father 
was president of the union.

FORSAKEN* KOREA 
The Korean people have in their long history 
been the involuntary pawns in struggles tor power 
between China and Japan, and among China, Japan 
and Russia. 
As early as 1592, Korea was invaded by the 
Japanese, Hideyoshi, who laid the peninsula waste. 
The Chinese came to the aid of the Koreans and 
deleated Hideyoshi. Korea found it impossible to 
get rid of the Chinese, who established a loose 
suzeiainty over that little country, which became 
a cause tor conflict between China and Japan, and 
with the Russians, who had expanded their em ­ 
pire in Siberia until they had reached the Pacific. 
The Russians hoped to conquer either Manchuria 
or Korea to get a warm water port. 
Out of this prolonged struggle came the Sino- 
J apa note War of 1894. which, to the surprise of 
Europe, Japan won. By the Treaty of Shimonoseki, 
Japan and China recognized the full independence 
of Korea, which really meant that China was put 
out of Korea. Russia. France, and Germany com­ 
bined to keep the gains of war from Japan, which 
had the effect of focussing Japan’s policy upon 
driving 
Russian 
influence 
permanently 
out 
of 
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END OF BLOODSHED AND DEATH 
To men of good will the world over, a 
truce in Korea means above all an end to 
three years of fighting and dying. Free men 
must always welcome an end to the shedding 
of blood, so long as that goal is not bought 
by surrender or appeasement. 
The United States and its UN allies were 
willing to accept this truce for one overrid­ 
ing reason. We and our friends believe that 
the Korean war could not Ix* won without 
risks and sacrifices far greater than we care 
to pay. Practically speaking, therefore, our 
leaders •consider victory unattainable. 
Those who do not approve this truce in­ 
sist victory can be had, and Korea unified 
from Pusan to the Yalu. But only a few ob­ 
jectors grasp the full logic of their position, 
namely, that the quest for complete military 
triumph means the expenditure of thousands 
more lives, billions of additional dollars, and 
very possibly an enlarged war with the huge 
mainland armies of Red China. 
For nearly two years, since the Commu­ 
nists first indicated readiness to negotiate, 
the conflict in Korea has been in virtual 
stalemate. We have been living out the alter­ 
native to lull war. 
But even a stalemate 
costs heavily in men and treasure. 
With 
that painful burden upon us, and conclusive 
victory seemingly beyond reach, we see a 
truce as a worthwhile achievement in itself— 
tho stopping of a ruthless treadmill. 
All this stress upon the truce as an incon­ 
clusive end should not, however, obscure the 
fact that this outcome is not a defeat for 
the western nations but is in reality a modest 
victory. 
We have driven tho Communists from all 
but a tiny, useless patch of tho South Korean 
soil they invaded on June 25, 1950. We have 
pressed them north from the old border at ' 
the 38th Parallel, and now occupy a sub­ 
stantial slice of North Korean territory. 
The position we hold is not ideal, but it is 
more defensible than the prewar line, which 
left the capital of Seoul badly exposed. 
When we entered the war, our goal was 
simply to repel the invader, not to conquer I 
and unify all Korea. Only after our suc­ 
cesses at Inchon in September, 1950, did we 
raise our sights toward the Yalu and the ful­ 
fillment of what had long been a political I 
goal of the United Nations. 
This change j 
should not mar the fact that we achieved j 
our original purpose. 
I he truce brings desperately desired relief 
from bloody combat. We should not delude 
ourselves that it brings anything else. 
New problems flood in upon us. Will the 
Communists observe well the terms of the 
truce, or will they resort to their common 
practice and snarl the truce administration 
in hopeless deadlock and confusion? 
A truce is not a j>eace. Will this one lead 
to an honorable political settlement in Korea 
and perhaps the whole Far East, or will it 
leave two armed camps with guns poised to 
renew the battle? 
Is this truce a sign of real easing of world 
tensions, or will the Rods take advantage of 
this release from struggle to plunge into new 
adventures of aggression elsewhere? 
The free world is joyful that the guns are 
falling silent in one troubled land. But it 
cannot relax its vigilance until the signs of 
hope are more real.

Perhaps it is because we like being afraid 
of sea-serpents, just as we enjoy being 
slightly frightened when we read a mystery 
story. At any rate the reports from off San 
Clemente Island in California of a nice-sized 
sea-serpent, about as big as a submarine, 
with a twelve foot neck, stimulated our 
imagination and helped us to understand 
why the men of Spain were so reluctant to 
go sailing off w ith Columbus.

The Japanese did not know the nature of the Li- 
I Lobanoff Treaty until 1922; however, they wit- 
| nesscd the effects ol some such agreement, as 
eari> as 18%, in the establishment ot the Chinese 
Eastern 
Railway and the Russo-Chinese Bank, 
which eventually became the Russo-Asiatic Bank. 
The climax of these deals was the leasing of the 
cities of Port Arthur and Dairen in Manchuria to 
Russia. 
In a word. Japan and China both lost the fruits 
of the war to Russia. 
Great Britain was impressed by the danger of 
! a Russian conquest of Manchuria and Korea by 
attrition, bribery and the already apparent break­ 
down of the Manchu dynasty in China. Therefore, 
Great Biitain supported Japan and in 1902 the 
Angfp-Japanese Alliance was signed. 
The United States had, as early as 1882. nego­ 
tiated a treaty with Korea, but it was done through 
China, which was then in control of Korea’s for­ 
eign relations This treaty has been the cause of 
considerable discussion, for while it does not men­ 
tion a recognition of Korean independence, the 
Koreans believed that that was its intention 
In 1904, the Russo-Japanese War occurred, in 
which the Russians were roundly trounced 
The 
JaDanese occupied Seoul and forced the Korean 
government to its will. By the Treaty of Ports­ 
mouth. Japan's preponderant interest in Korea 
was recognize d by Russia and eventually bv all 
low ers, including China and tho United States* The 
fact that Japan assigned her greatest statesman, 
Prince Ito, to be resident-general in Korea estab­ 
lished the evidence that annexation would follow 
shortly, which it did in 1910. The name of the 
country was changed to Chosen. 
The Japanese developed Chosen industrially, 
particularly producing power on the Yalu River 
which could serve them both in Chosen and Man­ 
churia. 
During the entire period of Japanese occupa­ 
tion. insurrectionist groups, based on Peking and 
Shanghai, labored for a liberated Korea. After 
1920 Soviet Russia organized a Korean Commu­ 
nist Party and applied its usual methods of propa­ 
ganda. infiltration, and agitation among peasants 
and workers. This must bo said: these insurrec­ 
tionist movements received no aid, from 1910 to 
L 50. from the United States; since 1950, Soviet 
Russia gave them valuable support. 
After the surrender of Japan in 1945 
Korea 
became a trusteeship of the United Nations. A lin e 
had been drawn at the 38th Parallel to arrange 
for the management of prisoners of war between 
the I mted States and Soviet Russia. That became 
a line of demarcation between North and South 
Koiea. between Russian and American influences 
between the Republic of Korea and the Communist 
government of Korea.

had all his teeth removed but still had his rheu­ 
matism. or the patient had his tonsils removed but 
had developed heart disease. 
Fortunately, these two sayings have gone by 
tht boai d as more and more evidence is being pre­ 
sented by dentists and physicians of the disappear­ 
ance of rheumatism and arthritis a few weeks or 
months, at least, alter removal of infected teeth. 
In the Journal of the Iowa Medical Society, Drs. 
L. E. January and E. O. Theilen report that in an­ 
alyzing 1% cases of subacute bacterial endocar­ 
ditis (infiammation of lining of the heart), formerly 
always fatal, now by tho use of penicillin the re­ 
covery rate has risen from 0 to 74 per cent. 
In tins analysis, it was found that the majority 
o. patients had underlying heart disease involving 
damage to heart valves resulting from rheumatic 
fever or from a defect at birth. Therefore to pre­ 
vent progressive irreversible heart damage, early 
diagnosis must be made and vigorous treatment 
started as soon as possible. 
“Any patient with an organic heart abnormality 
U ho has a rise in temperature lasting a week should 
be thoroughly- investigated for evidence of bac­ 
terial endocarditis. Penicillin, because of its rapid 
action in killing harmful organisms which cause 
endocarditis is considered to be the antibiotic of

Treatment should be continued for five to eight 
weeks and the convalescent period followed closely 
for evidence of recurrence or return of the svmn- 
toms.

Every experienced player has 
m ade deceptive plays as declarer 
or as a defender. It is more un­ 
usual. however, to make a decep­ 
tive play in the dum my—the hand 
th a t is in lull sight at all times. 
South didn't bid six clubs with 
any certainty that he could make 
that 
contract. 
He 
just 
knew 
that he could not be hurt badly 
at a club contract, and he was 
afraid that the opponents could 
m ake five hearts. 
South might have beaten five 


hearts if he had opened a low 
diamond, taken the ace of hearts 
promptly, and led another low 
diamond to N orth’s queen in or­ 
der to get a spade ruff. 
But South was better off not 
even trying to find such a fan­ 
tastic defense. It was far safer 
to play the hand at six clubs, 
especially since a slip in the de­ 
fense allowed him to m ake this 
siam contract. 
When West opened the king 
of hearts, declarer saw that the 
slam contract depended only on 
restricting the diamond loss to 
one trick.

T he prize list for the Woodstock Riding Club's seventh annual 
horse show June 28, recalls the old racetrack gag that horses aren't 
so dumb. I hey don't bet on people. A nd the dandies you see at the 
horse show rings are of an even superior breed. 


In looking over the pertinent data on the abow submitted by 
Mrs. Peg Hard, the Freeman society editor who doubles as show 
chairman and tub thumper, we couldn’t help recalling the awful 
difference between the 
bettor at the flat tracks and the patron 
who attends a well operated horse show. And the annual Wood­ 
stock equine fiesta is all of that. 
One of the mysteries of the human race, it seems to us, is the way 
the inveterate horse players eat chalk—betting on horses at unnatural 
odds. The man who pays the admission fee for a horse show sees mag­ 
nificent animals at their best. He gets a lift from it. The $2 flat track 
guy gets a hosing -but he keeps coming back. 
We’ve always felt that a horse show is a place populated by dogs 
covered with spots and carrying spikes for tails; French poodles try­ 
ing to look like Madame Pompadour; kids licking cotton candy; kids 
selling lemons that arc ventilated for easy nourishment; ladies wear­ 
ing m ens derbies; men wearing Tattersall vests, and. last but not 
least, horses wearing ribbons 
The horses at a horse show are of infinite variety, but not of 
the variety that runs around a one-mile oval and then sends you 
home without a cent in your pocket. If a horse at a horse show 
wins, all his owner gets is a ribbon and an amount of cash in­ 
sufficient to keep either animal or owner in hay for a week. 
Some of the horse show terms are most confusing to the long 
suffering flat track addict . . • terms like three-gaited, five-gait- 
ed working hunters . 
.< • 
o p e n jumpers . 
. 
• working hunter 
hacks. Only the last word strikes a responsive chord in the $1 
man. 
Now take the five-gaitcd horse. The manual says that he can walk 
or run five different and distinct ways, but mostly with his front 
knees bopping him on the chin That revelation comes as a terrible 
shock to the frustrated $2 guy who has spent years searching for the 
nag that can run in a straight line lor just two minutes and not finish 
with a dozen nags blocking his view. 
You may even see a five-gaitcd horse with his tail hung neatly 
on a nearby nail. Don’t Ik* alarmed, the horse isn t in trouble. This 
requires some explanation. For reasons of fashion, five-gaitcd Laddie 
horses must come into the show ring equipped with flowing mane and 
full tail, even if they are victims of hereditary baldness. Very few 
horses develop full-fashioned tails of their own accord, and this means 
that their owners must supply them with rear-end toupees. 
Ifs not unusual in a tallyho content to nee four Shetland 
ponicn canter eight miles, pulling maybe five people, including two 
boys ami a man wearing derbies, and one horn-tooter wearing a 
rod coat ami brown beaver hat. Another team might follow with 
I! people, including six heavyweight black heavers. The third 
four-in-hand may also lug 12 rider*, who might pare their weight 
down to four hoaxers. 
Then there is a division called Class 36. pair of Harness Horses 
over 14.2 “to be judged on performance, quality and manners.” Both 
drivers are apt to he middle-aged males w earing aprons. These and 
other wondrous items are yours at a horse show like the Woodstock 
event on June 28. 
Tile judges are important folks in a horse show . . . just like 
the umpire at a big league hall game. After what seems an eternity, 
during which the honorable judges will scan withers, pasterns, hocks, 
and osselets (belonging to the horses, of course) the blue ribbons are 
passed out. 
In most cases the jockeys are most pleasing to the male rye, 
especially when they* are blondes or brunettes. If the handicapper is 
engulfed in a moment of indecision, you cen bet the ribbon always 
goes to the blonde. 
Selecting competent judges is a big responsibility for horse 
show people. The Woodstock folks have come up with one of the 
best in the business in Malcolm Grahame, prominent horseman 
of the Rombout Hunt in Dutchess county. Mr. Grahame Is just 
about tops in his field. He will go in deep consultation with him­ 
self on entries in the hunters, jumper* and equitation classes. 
Roger Young will have the last word in the saddle hhrse class. 
But there is quite a story attached to one of the other judges—a John 
A. Beach, who got hims< lf lost in the Belgian Congo for several 
months after having miserable luck at the $50 window at Belmont. 
Woodstock officials, wanting him desperately for their show*, finally 
located him despairing of chilization in a grass hut deep in the Dark 
Continent. Would he return to civilization for just one more try? 
“Purely in the interest of improving the breed. I shall return for 
your show,” he told the Woodstock committee who waited on him. 
Sounds fantastic? Mrs. Hard swears it’s the gospel truth.
